Vienna, April 26—Little children, 
bearing with them the gift of a re- 
‘newed peace with God, have been and 
pare being ernployed in Vienna in a re- 
‘markable apostolate in which priests 
by themselves failed.

It is in the very poor sections of 
Vienna, where impoverished laborers 
live, that the gentle appeal of the lit- 
tle children has-been employed.

been huddled. Unemployment is wide- 
spread, suffering is great. The most 
fertile field for the preachers of anti- 
religion has been created, and these 
vultures of evil conditions have 
taken advantage of it. The result has 
been that large masses of such people 
in Vienna not oniy have fallen away 
from the Church, but by listening to 
radical speakers have become actually 
hostile to, religion.
